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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I (claims 1-13 and 31-59) in the 
reply filed on 7/13/2006 is acknowledged. 

Claims 14-30 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 38 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 38 recites the limitation "actual dimensions". There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
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only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-2, 4-6, 11, 31, 39-45, and 53-59 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Marttila (5,685,844). Marttila discloses an infusion pump for 
delivering liquid via a flow channel comprising a flow channel, a memory (37,38) having 
a stored value indicative of a flow characteristic of the flow channel (the memory stores 
protocols which specify parameters such as fluid flow rate, the Examiner contends that 
flow characteristics such as the diameter and radius must be known in order to know 
the fluid flow rate), a controller (12) that generates a flow control signal based on the 
stored value, a valve (23) responsive to the flow control signal adapted to control flow of 
the liquid through the flow channel, wherein the stored data is based on empirical data 
relating to the specific flow channel of the device, wherein the flow channel is part of an 
infusion set and the controller is part of a flow regulator coupled to the infusion set 

Claims 1-13, 31, 37-45, and 51-59 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Sage et al. (6,582,393). Sage discloses an infusion device for delivering 
liquid via a flow channel comprising a flow channel (1 1), a memory having a stored 
value indicative of a flow characteristic of the flow channel (see claim 1), a controller 
(17) that generates a flow control signal based on the stored value and a valve (12,14) 
responsive to the flow control signal adapted to control flow of the liquid through the flow 
channel, wherein the stored value is based on empirical data relating to the specific flow 
channel, wherein the memory has a second stored value indicative of a second flow 
characteristic, wherein the flow channel is part of an infusion set and the flow 
characteristic is the effective diameter of the flow channel or the volumetric flow rate of 
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a fluid previously passed through the flow channel, wherein the valve (17) can be 
considered a proportional valve or on/off valve, and wherein the volumetric flow rate can 
be determined without using actual dimensions of the interior of the flow channel. 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
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the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to" point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 32-36 and 46-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious 
over Sage et al. (6,582,393). Sage discloses a device that includes all of the limitations 
as recited in claims 31 and 44, but fails to teach wherein the device is enabled to 
determine the flow rate within 0.1-1 .0 % of the actual value. However, these 
parameters are deemed matters of design choice, well within the skill of the ordinary 
artisan, obtained through routine experimentation in determining optimum results. 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
only under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome 
by: (1) a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not an 
invention "by another"; (2) a showing of a date of invention for the claimed subject 
matter of the application which corresponds to subject matter disclosed but not claimed 
in the reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference under 37 CFR 
1.131; or (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1.130 stating that the application and 
reference are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in the 
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application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer 
in accordance with 37 CFR 1.321(c). This rejection might also be overcome by showing 
that the reference is disqualified under 35 U.S.C. 103(c) as prior art in a rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a). See MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and § 706.02(l)(2).
